There is now a great deal of anti-trust feeling and anti-trust agitation in 
tne oir. The fact of the matter is: the trusts make much more rapid progress 
than does the popular understaudiug of them. 

The capitalization of these trade combinations proceeds not by uiillion s bu t 
by bDlioos. Everybody sees that they are engrossing the oetionai resources 
and the business of the country—that in confederation with the railroad com¬ 
panies they form a power with which individual competitiou is impossible and 
against which the existing machinery of the law is impotent. 

In reality the trust is but a normal product of modem conditions—a legiti¬ 
mate child of steam and electricity. The trusts and combinations are the 
same improvements iu business that improvetneots of machinery are to labor. 

The popular anti-trust sentiment U the rioting against the iutroduction of the 
spinning jenny over again. The trusts are as truly a labor saving development 
as is any device which in a factory does that by machinery which before was 
done by baud. Even as the new machine or the improved machine displaces 
the workman, so does the corporation displace the individual iu busiuessk 
Sifted down to the bottom trusts are therefore simply the outcome of competi¬ 
tion. 

Competition under the capitalist system means the advancing of one's self 
at the cost of others, the pulling the many down, the elbowing the many aside, 
in ortler to benetlt the one. 

Heretofore it has been most cruel to the workmen whom it forced into a 
struggle to see who should live and who should starve. ^ 

liut for the last ten or twenty years the workmen have been by no means 
(he only sufferers. The small employers, the small merchants, are just us much 
victims of that cruel kind of competition as the wage-workers. The hand 
of eu(’li “business man” of the same branch is against every other, and no foe 
is more terrible than the one who ia runoiDg a neck-to-neck race with him every 
day. The giant factory, the mammoth store are the most implacable foes of the 
suiiill shop and the small store-keeper. The fierce competition lessens the profit 
on each article, and that must be compensatinl for by the production and sale of 
a greater number of articles; that is the cheaper the jgoods, the more capital 
is required. 

Precisely, then, for the same reason that the mechanic with bis owu shop 
and wor’.iug on bis own account has nearly disappeared in the struggle between 
hand-work and machine-work, the small employers with their little machinery, 
their small capital and their scanty :tock of goods are driven from the field. 
The great capitalist naturally triumphs. And to the few remaining in the field 
their lU’SlNESS SENSE dictates CO-OPEh.»TION INSTE.\D OF CO.MTE- 
TITION. Should the “law” come sTterthem, they will simply give up thu lit¬ 
tle shadow of separate business and 'rivalry and go into partnership—form a 
gigantic stock company. 

And the evils that aci'ompany the trusts’ business activities are many. The 
end of all business nowadays is to MAKE .MONEY. And while production 
on ff large scale allows the adoption of improved and cheaper methods, and while 
the resulting economy of cost would enable the trust to lower the price of the 
profluct to the wusumer, none of the trusts d(»e>i any such thing. 

8ome of the trusts have done 8<i temporally. Hut it is ouly right to say that 
the formation of trusts has resulted in HIGHKU THICES than were paid by the 
consumers before. Building material, for instance, went up 40 and in some 
cases 100 per cent, by the formation of the^ trusts-—coal has gone up to $7.10 a 
ton, although it could be sold at a good profit for HALF THE IMtlCE 
charged and living wages be paid to the poor, oppressed miner—and the extor¬ 
tions of the meat trust from the people, sa welf as from the cattle raisers, have 
just tcd to a government investigation, while the w^orkmen of the packlng-bouBcs 
are treated in a way that baffles description. 

In short: 

The economies n‘sultlng from improved and cheaper methods of production 
undoubtedly lessen the cost of the article to the TRUST. But they are under 
no compulsion to give the benefit of this to their workmen iu form of higher 
wages and shorter hours, or to the consumers through n reduced price. As hu¬ 
man nature is constituted, under capitalism they prefer to take the lienefits out 
(heui^dves in the form of huge dividends—which are paid on incrt'dibly “wa¬ 
tered capital. It must be considered a sound eonelusiuu tb.it if trusts multiply 
and hove full swing as they have bad during the last two or three years they 
will raise the prlc^ of commoditit^ even higher than they are now. 

Nor are these the only evils, nie trusts will add to the general political cor¬ 
ruption. W hetever a trust wants from legislators, courts, assessors ami puldic 
prowHMitors it will get If money can buy it. It will buy exemption from 
molestation by political bofuu>s when it is necessary. It will concern itself iu 
elei'tions, whenever the outcome has any bearing 011 its pockets. It will sub- 
Milize newspapers, bribe voters and spread corruption whenever “duty” to its 
own financial interests leads. The trust has no more moral scruple about sys-

FEATHERS AND WOODEN SOLDIERS, 
Col. W. loimed of the West Point mili¬ 
tary academy writes in the International 
Monthly of “The Modern Soldier,** pok¬ 
ing fun at the dressing of armies in gold 
braid and feathers and also paying fai-s 
pitying riMpcctH to the “wooden soldier,” 
the private who is allow'ed no choice but 
to oltey commands, no matter what they 
may be. He says: 

“Fmthers and paint as attributes of 
the soldier arc tlie stage properties of 
the i-enturies behind us, and are becom¬ 
ing as absurd as the gongs and hob¬ 
goblins of Chinese militaiy* establiah- 
ment. for they were, together with the 
api>etitc for war, our inheritance from 
tho savage, and while v*c have not alto¬ 
gether outgrow’n the !. 4 itcr, w*e are be¬ 
ginning to appreciate the grotesqueneas 
of war paint and spangle's as its lively*. 
War is somber,' bitter, outrageous, even 
when unavoidable, t.nd surely the effort 
to clothe its sinister body in feathers and 
tin-ii'l. in rainliow hues and extravagant 
garments, is a grim irony.” 

Of the wooden soldier he says: *‘Thia 
automatons perversion of man without 
mind or emotion.—a marching, trigger- 
pulling and saluting mec'hanistn—has 
ias'ii marched and countermarched on 
bttttlelields for tlT<* better part of two 
<vnturies; u {latient ox le<} to the slaugh¬ 
ter, coaxed and bullied to neetilcss vic¬ 
tories and unnecessary defeats, hy heroic 
swelU in fine raiment, to serve the mis- 
eraMe intrigui's of hercditaiy* rulers of 
Eiiro|K*,”-^ttnd we inuy add, the capi¬ 
talistic politicians in this. 

“He was part of a blind herd of cat¬ 
tle in circus clotlies driven from one 
slaughter |>en to another at the caprice 
of cabinets.'* 

Commenting on tlie above, the editor 
of The Whim says: “The comic side of 
militarinm has at last struck the sol¬ 
diers themselves. This is the begin¬ 
ning of tlie end. If the soldier is at last ‘ 
actually laughing at himself it means 
the di'uth kncll of his profession. 

Speaking of the Bclginm affair a cable 
letter to the New York Tribune says: 
“The Socialists have a rt'asooable cause, 
even if they are adopting questionable 
means of advocating it through a gen¬ 
eral suspension of labor.” But what 
other means could they adopt? AU ffght* 
ers fight writh the weapons that best 
serve their purpose. If a government 
withhold a just ballot from the people 
that do the work by w'blcb the nation is 
8 UHtaim^d, our capitalists may be glad 
indeed if they protest with nothing ' 
stronger than a coucerted cessatiou from 
work. No vote, uo work, is much milder 
than a bloody revolutlou. 

Not long since the law reached out a 
tardy hand and clutched a bunch of 
bosdlliig aldermeu In ISL Louis aud the 
disclosures were startliug. Now word 
comes from the same city that the cou- 
tractors refuse to bid on certain city 
w'ork. This would seem to be more than 
a mere coincidence.

“I have 8 w*orn eternal opimsitiou to slav¬ 
ery, and by the help of God 1 will not 
turn hack.” They called on him ugnin. 
He said: “I cun die at my i>ost, hut 
1 cannot desert it.” His printing offiu-e 
was attackiHl and he was mohbiKl and 
murdered. The state of Illinois applaud¬ 
ed the crime. Sixty years after, the 
grandchildren of the men who murdertsl 


sacrificing dust. These men were great 
him erected a monument above his self- 
becausa they dared to be true to them¬ 
selves and to their convictious of right 
land duty. They didn’t ask: “Is it pop- 
■ ular, can I afford it, does it pay?” They 
simply asked: “Is it right?” and satis¬ 
fying themselves that it w'as right, they 
stood by it without fear of consequences.

S >rt she would appeal to the bw*, Jones 
iitler. colored, a mattress repairer, 
killed liis family and himself with poison 
mixi'd iu food. The bodies were found 
late yesterday afternoon, huddled on the 
only bed in the house. 

The dead: Jones Butler, aged 40 years, 
insured for fl40; Lillie Butler, aged 44 
years, his wife; George Butler, aged 13 
years, insured for $132; Fri'd Buihr, 
aged 8 years, insured for $75; James 
buHer, aged 11 years, insured for $143; 
Kuto Butler, aged U, insured for $120; 
Mildred Butler, aged 3, iu.Murt'd for $75; 
Infant Butler, aged 2 mouths. 

The family lived on the lower floor of 
a dilapidated frame building, the front 
port being used as a store house and 
room for cleaning carpets. The rear cou- 
sisied of a kitchen and u living room iu ' 
which were a bed and couch. A sl 4 >re 
with iih coal, a puutry with uo food, sure 
part of a loaf of bread and partly filled 
cans of salmon and tomatoes and a lit¬ 
tle whisky showed the straits iu which 
the family had got. On one of the tubles 
was found a plate covered with a while 
powder that is supposed to be arsenic, 
tbc poison used.

No. no one can say that the average 
citizen is not interested in the school 
question, und if b}* nicuns of the referen¬ 
dum and initiative the schools could be 
controlled by the jM^ople tliemsclvefl, this 
whole problem would he wiiK*d out in u 
*rt*neration. Tliere is no qu(*stion in tliat 
case that a national educational law 
would te pR.ssed. 

Our movement has much to fear from 
Ignorant violence which can always be 
fomented by tlie pri\*ib‘g(*d class u’tnong 
the material our illiterates are composed 

of. 

Tlie other danger I mentioned was gen¬ 
eral apathy. 

At a recent general election, there 
were in Fennsylvania 145,000 voters who 
were rogistcre<l hut who did not vote; 
105,000 in New York, fi.j.OOO in 
MasAftehusetts, 4*2,(M)0 in Connecticut, 
and 03.000 in New Jersey, all registered 
but not voting. This is not a natural 
state of affairs, not at all. Nor is tlie 
ballot a failure, provided there is some¬ 
thing on that ballot that works with 
certainty. The power is there. It can| 
bo exercised all right. Its verdict is 1 
heeded and oteyed. but there are consti-! 
tutional barriers to putting realities oni 
the ballot. Constitutions are but for 
tho governments to heed. The people 
make them for their servants. The peo¬ 
ple can change them anytime. 

Our constitution was made shortly oi¬ 
ler the French revolution by men jep- 
resenting the embryo aristocracy of our 
land. Tlipy were frightened at the “ex¬ 
cesses” of the “Tiers etat.” 

Let us see what tlieir sentiments were 
and compare them with our Declara¬ 
tion of Independence. 

One speaker, Mr. Dickinson, favored 
a limited monarchy as one of the best 
governments in the world. He said one 
source of stability was tbe division of 
the country into distinct states wbich 
he regarded as “accidentally lu^.” 
Each state government was a check to 
popular agitation. 

Mr. Sherman said: “The people should 
have as little to do as may be about the 
government. They are without informa¬ 
tion and constantly liable to be misled.”

The workers can most effectively act 
at a class in their straggle against the 
collective powers of capitalism, by coo- 
stitating themselves into a political par¬ 
ty, distinct from and opposed to all par¬ 
ties formed by the propertied clasaea. 

Mobile we declare that the development 
of economic cooditiooa tends to the over¬ 
throw of tbe cipitalist system, we recog¬ 
nize that the time and manner of the 
transition of Socialism also depend npon 
tbe stage of development reached by the 
proletariat \\>, therefore, consider it 
of the utmost importance for tbe So¬ 
cialist party to support all active efforts

Formerly the tools of production were 
simple and owned by the individual 
worker. Today the machine, which u 
but an improved and more developed 
tool of production, is owned by tbe capi¬ 
talists and not by the workers, rhis 
ownership enables the capitalists to con¬ 
trol the product and keep the workers 
dependent upon them. 

i’rivate ownership of the means of pro¬ 
duction and distribution U responsible 
for the ever-increasing uncertainly of 
livelihood and the poverty and misery of 
tbe workers, and it dividew society into 
two hostile classes—the cajMtalists aud 
wage-workers. The once powerful mid¬ 
dle cisss la rapidly dlsappesring in the 
mill of competition. The struggle is now 
between the capitalist class and the 
working class. Tbe possession of the 
means of livelihood gives to the capital¬ 
ists tbe control of the government, the 
press, the pulpit aud tbe schools, aud eu- 
sblet them to reduce tbe working uicd 
to s state of intellectual, physical aud 
social inferiority, political subservieucf 
and virtual slavery. 

The economic Interests of tbe capitalist 
class dominate our entire social system; 
the lives of tbe working class are reck¬ 
lessly sacrificed for profit, wars are fo¬ 
mented betweeu natiuns, indiscriminate 
slaughter is encouraged and the destruc¬ 
tion of whole races is sanctioned in order 
that the capitalists may extend their 
commercial dominion abroad and en¬ 
hance their supremcay at home. 

But tbe same economic causes which 
developed capitalism are leading to So¬ 
cialism, which will abolish both the capi¬ 
talist class and tbe class of wage work¬ 
ers. And tbe active force in bringing 
about this new and higher order of so¬ 
ciety is the working class. All other 
classes, despite their apparent or actual 
confiicts, are alike interested in the ui>- 
bolding of the system of private owner¬ 
ship of the instruments of wealth produc¬ 
tion. The Democratic, Kepublican, the 
bourgeois public ownership parties, and 
all other parties which do not stand for 
the complete overthrow of tbe caiptnlist 
system of production, are alike political 
representatives of the capitalist class.
